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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This is in response to an amendment/response filed on May 7 th , 2009. 

2. No claims have been amended. 

3. No claims have been cancelled. 

4. No claims have been added. 

5. Figure 1 has been amended. 

6. Claims 1-23 are currently allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

For independent claim 1, the prior art fails to show alone or in combination an apparatus 
for forming a Wireless Personal Area Network (WPAN) from a plurality of Personal Area 
Network (PAN) devices that comprises: a location determinator, a comparator to compare the 
location for each of the plurality of PAN devices with a WPAN association criteria, and a 
communication link coupled to the comparator configured to transmit, to the plurality of PAN 
devices that at least partially satisfy the WPAN criteria, the identification of each of the plurality 
of PAN devices. 

The prior art of Haartsen (U.S. Patent Application Publication 2002/0075940) discloses 
forming a piconet with a plurality of wireless units within a range of one another. Specifically, 
an anchor unit uses identification information of all the wireless units within a range to form a 
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traffic piconet. However, in the network taught by Haartsen, identification of all the wireless 
terminals that meet an association criteria are not transmitted among the wireless units as recited 
by the independent claims of the instant application. Further, the network as disclosed by 
Haartsen utilizes the signal strength (i.e., Received Signal Strength Indication measurements) of 
Bluetooth or other frequency hopping systems to determine the relative locations of wireless 
units. By contrast, the wireless devices as recited by the independent claims of the instant 
application utilize an RFID location technique. For at least the reasons provided, the instant 
application is allowable for the prior art. 

Independent claims 7, 12, and 17 are allowable because they are similar to claim 1. 
Dependent claims 2-6, 8-11, 13-16, and 18-23 are allowable because they depend on the allowed 
claims.
